An  Act  to  amend  the  law  respecting  dentists. 

Her  majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Legislature  oi‘  Quebec,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  Paragraph  2 of  article  4055  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
the  Province  of  Quebec,  as  replaced  by  the  act  52  Victoria, 
chapter  40,  section  l,is  replaced  by  the  following  : 

“ 2.  The  Board  is  composed  of  seven  members  of  the 
association  elected  at  a general  meeting  held  for  the  pur- 
pose, every  third  year,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  Sep- 
tember ; at  which  election  only  one  teacher  of  such  faculty 
of  the  “ Dental  College  of  the  Province  of  Quebec”  shall  be 
eligible  for  election  as  a member  of  the  Board.” 

The  following  article  is  added  after  article  4055  of  the 
said  Revised  Statutes,  as  replaced  by  the  said  act  : 

“ The  Board  of  Examiners  may  make  arrange- 

ments for  the  establishment  of  “ The  Dental  College  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec”  in  affiliation  with  the  English  and 
French  universities  of  this  Province,  and  for  the  atten- 
dance of  students  of  the  “ Dental  Association  of  the  Province 
of  Quebec  ” and  others,  at  such  lectures  and  clinical  instruc- 
tion in  such  college  as  shall  come  within  the  course  or 
subjects  of  instruction  prescribed  by  the  rules,  regulations 
and  by-laws  of  the  said  Board,  which  course  shall  be  made 
compulsory  upon  all  candidates  who  may  present  them- 
selves for  examination  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  Province  ; 
and  such  further  arrangements  may  be  made  for  obtaining 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  from  such  universi- 
ties, as  the  said  universities  may  determine. 

2.  In  the  case  of  registered  students  now  serving  their 
indentureship,  they  shall  be  required  to  conform  to  the 
Provisions  of  this  article  for  the  balance  of  their  time.” 

3.  Article  4058  of  the  said  Revised  Statutes,  as  replaced 
by  the  said  act,  is  replaced  by  the  following  : 

“ 40.1S.  Any  person  desiring  to  study  dentistry  in  this 
province,  must  have  previously  passed  the  matriculation 
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examination  in  medicine,  prescribed  by  the  universities 
■with  which  the  Board  of  the  Dental  Association  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec  is  affiliated  ; said  examination  must  be  pass- 
ed before  the  regular  university  examiners  then  in  office,  and 
a certilicate  obtained  by  the  candidate  of  having  successful- 
ly passed  the  same,  which  certiftcate  must  be  signed  by  the 
president  of  the  Board  and  filed  with  the  secretary  of  the 
Dental  Board. 

2.  The  candidate  must  then  enter  into  a notarial  agree- 
ment with  a licensed  dentist  of  this  Province  actually  prac- 
tising as  such  in  a regularly  established  office  in  this 
Province,  and  shall  deliver  into  the  hands  of  the  secretary 
of  the  Board  a copy  of  the  said  indenture,  which  indenture 
the  secretary  shall  then  register. 

From  that  date  only  shall  the  time  of  study  be  computed, 
and  the  whole  office  hours  of  such  candidate  must  be  ac- 
tually engaged  in  the  study  and  practice  of  dentistry. 

3.  The  term  of  study  under  the  said  indentures,  including 
the  necessary  courses  of  lectures  and  clinics  established 
by  the  Board,  shall  be  four  years. 

4.  During  that  time  the  student  is  obliged  to  follow  such 
courses  of  lectures  and  clinics  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board.’ 

4.  Article  405U  of  the  said  Revised  Statutes,  as  replaced 
by  the  said  act,  is  replaced  by  the  following  : 

“ -8059.  Every  person  desirous  of  being  examined  by  the 
Board  touching  his  qualifications  for  the  practice  of  dentistry 
in  this  Province,  shall,  at  least  one  month  before  the  regular 
sitting  of  the  Board,  pav  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  the 
required  fee,  and  enclose  and  deliver  to  the  secretary  the 
treasurer’s  receipt  for  the  same,  together  with  evidence 
satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  his  studentship  integrity  and 
good  morals. 

2.  If  the  Board  is  satisfied  by  the  examination  that  the 
person  is  duly  qualified  to  practise  dentistry,  and  is  further 
satisfied  that  he  is  a person  of  integrity  and  good  morals,  it 
shall,  subject  to  the  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  of  the 
said  association  and  Board,  grant  him  a license  to  practise 
dentistry  in  this  Province,  and  the  title  of  “ Licentiate  of 
Dental  Surgery.” 

5.  Article  4060  of  the  said  Revised  Statutes,  as  replaced 
by  the  said  act,  is  hereby  repealed. 

«.  Article  4065  of  the  said  Revised  Statutes  as  replaced 
by  the  said  act  is  amended  : . .

4.  By  striking  outNfie  words  “ for  a remuneratioii^or 
with  the  hope  of  being  oij;^tly  or  indirectly  rewarded,”  nj. 
the  second  and  third  lines  ^paragraph  5 ; and 

5.  By  adding  thereto  the  following  paragraphs  : 

“ 7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  licentiate  to  keep  open 
more  than  one  dental  office  unless  each  additional  office  be 
under  the  direct  control  and  attendance  of  a registered 
dental  licentiate  of  this  Province  actually  in  practice. 

. “ 8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  students,  or  others  than  dental 
licentiates  of  this  Province  actually  in  practice,  to  take 
charge  of  an  office  or  act  before  the  public  in  the  capacity 
of  a regular  dentist,  or  for  licentiates  to  represent  to  the 
public  that  such  persons  are  qualified  and  entitled  to  so 
act  ; provided  that  this  article  shall  not  prevent  any  duly 
indentured  and  registered  student  of  dentistry  of  this 
Province  from  receiving  clinical  instruction  and  practice 
under  the  supervision  of  a dental  licentiate  of  this  Province.”

An  Act  to  amend  article  4055a  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

HEI^  majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  enacts  as  follows  : 

Paragraph  2 of  article  4055a,  as  added  to  the  Revised 
Statutes  by  the  act  55-56  Victoria,  chapter  32,  section  21 
is  repealed. 

*2.  Students  who  were  under  indenture  at  the  time  of 
the  coming  into  force  of  the  act  55-56  Victoria,  chapter  32, 
are  not  and  are  not  deemed  to  have  ever  been  obliged  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  act,  but  they  are 
governed  and  shall  continue  to  be  governed  until  their  ad- 
mission to  practice  the  dental  profession  by  the  laws  which 
governed  them  at  the  time  of  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
said  act  55-56  Victoria,  chapter  32. 

li.  This  act  shall  come  into  force  on  the  day  of  its  sanction. 
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(ASSEMBLY  BILL  No.  121.)

Her  MA.IESTY,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  enacts  as  follows  : 

I.  Article  4055  of  the  "Revised  Statutes,  as  replaced  by 
the  act  52  Victoria,  chapter  40,  and  amended  by  the  act  55- 
56  Victoria,  chapter  32,  section  I,  is  further  amended  by 
adding  after  the  words  : “ admission,  ” in  the  fifth  line  of

2.  Article  4058  of  the  said  Revised  Statutes,  as  enacted 
by  the  said  act  52  Victoria,  chapter  40,  and  replaced  by 
the  act  55-56  Victoria,  chapter  32,  section  3,  is  amended  : 

(a)  Byreplacing  the  first  paragraph  by  the  following  : 

“ Any  person  desiring  to  study  dentistry  in  this 

Province  must  previously  have  passed  the  examination 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  Dental  Associa- 
tion of  this  Province  ; but  all  graduates  in  arts  or  medicine 
from  any  Canadian  or  English  University  shall  be  admitted 
to  study  dentistry  without  such  examination. 

The  said  board  shall  appoint  the  necessary  examiners  and 
indicate  the  subjects  on  wich  candidates  for  study  shall  be 
examined  ; 

[h]  By  adding,  at  the  end  of  the  said  article,  the  following 
paragraph  : 

“5.  Every  student  who  changes  patron  must  have  his 
indentures  transferred  to  his  new  patron  by  his  old  patron. 
Such  transfer  shall  be  made  before  a notary  and ' be  after- 
wards registered  by  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 
This  transfer  is  valid  only  from  the  date  of  the  re£ristratioii 
of  such  transfer,  and  confers  upon  the  student  all  the  privil- 
eges granted  by  law  to  the  student  of  dentistry.  Any  period^ 
of  time  elapsed  between  the  day  on  which  the  student  has 
left  his  former  patron  and  the  day  on  which  the  transfer 
has  been  registered  shall  not  count  in  the  term  of  study 
of  such  student.” 
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Jt,  Article  4061  of  the  said  Statutes,  as  replaced  by  52 
Victoria,  chapter  40,  is  amended  by  replacing  the  first 
paragraph  by  the  following  : 

“40<»1,  The  examinations  for  admission  to  study  shall 
be  held  twice  in  each  year,  on  the  first  day  Wednesday  of 
April  and  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  and  for  admis- 
sion to  practice  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  April  of  each 
year.  Nevertheless,  supplementary  examinations  for  ad- 
mission to  practice  may  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
October  in  each  year,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the 
said  association  now  in  force.” 


4.  Article  4065  of  the  said  Statutes,  as  replaced  by  the  said 
act  52  Victaria,  chapter  40,  and  amended  by  the  act  55-56 
Victoria,  chapter  32,  section  6,  is  further  amended  as  fol- 
lows : 

(а)  By  striking  out  from  the  first  paragraph  the  follow- 
ing words  : “ lor  remuneration,  or  in  the  hope  of  being  remu- 
nerated, rewarded  or  paid  for  his  services,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly.” 

(б) .  By  striking  out,  from  the  second  paragraph  the 
words  : “ by  exacting  payment,  reward  or  remuneration  for 
his  services  as  a dentist,  by  the  sale  of  drugs  or  medicines 
or  by  barter,  exchange  or  otherwise.” 

5.  Article  4066  of  the  said  Statutes,  as  enacted  by  the 
act  52  Victoria,  chapter  40,  is  repealed 

«.  Article  4^1  of  the  said  Statutes,  as  replaced  ;by  the 
act  52  Victoria,  chapter  40,  is  amended  by  adding  after  the 
word:  “Quebec,”  in  the  fifth  line,  the  following  words : 
“ under  penalty  of  the  fine  enacted  by  article  4065  of  the 
said  Statutes,  as  replaced  by  the  said  act,  which  shall  be  re- 
coverable in  the  manner  indicated  by  the  said  article 
4067.”

Her  majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  enacts  as  follows  : 

J . Paragraph  2 of  article  4055  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
as  replaced  by  the  act  55-56  Victoria,  chapter  32,  section  1, 
is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  words  : 
“but,  in  addition  thereto,  each  of  the  universities  in  the 
Province  of  Quebec  granting  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Dental  Surgery  and  to  which  the  Dental  College  of  the 
Province  of  Quebec  is  afhliated,  and  also  the  said  Dental

“ 40oil5.  Any  person  shall,  however,  without  further  ex- 
amination as  to  his  dental  knowledge  or  skill,  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive from  the  Dental  Association  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
a license  to  practise  dentistry  in  this  Province,  and  the  title 
of  “ Licentiate  of  Dental  Surgery,”  upon  fulfilment  of  the 
following  requirements  : 

1.  He  shall  have  obtained  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental 
Surgery  from  any  university  to  which  the  Dental  College 
of  the  Province  of  Quebec  is  affiliated  ; provided  that  such 
degree  shall  have  only  been  given  after  three  years  of  study 
of  dentistry  in  any  of  the  said  universities,  from  the  date 
of  his  having  passed  the  examination  required,  by  the  Board 
of  Examiners  of  the  Dental  Association  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  study  of 
dentistry,  and  according  to  the  curriculum  of  study  pre- 
scribed by  said  board  of  examiners  ; 

2.  He  shall,  at  least  one  month  before  any  of  the  regular 
sittings  of  the  said  board,  referred  to  in  article  4059,  have

paid,  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  said  Dental 
Association,  the  fees  required  from  candidates  for  admission 
to  the  practise  of  dentistrj'.and  shall  have  enclosed  and  de- 
livered to  the  secretary  of  the  said  association  the  treasurer’s 
receipt  for  the  same,  together  with  evidence  satisfactory  to 
the  said  board  of  his  integrity  and  good  morals ; 

3.  He  shall  have  studied  during  three  years  with  a 
licensed  dentist  of  this  Province,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraphs  2 and  3 ol  article  4058. 


».  The  following  articles  are  added  after  article  dOGlof  the 
said  Revised  Statutes,  as  enacted  by  the  act  52  Victoria, 
chapter  40,  section  1 : 

“ KXi  la.  The  board  of  examiners  of  the  said  Dental  Asso- 
ciation shall  appoint  two  or  more  assessors,  either  out- 
side its  own  body  or  from  amongst  the  members  of  the  said 
dental  association,  to  attend  the  dental  exarni nations  ot  the 
universities  to  which  the  Dental  College  ol  the  Pro\  nice  ot 
Quebec  is  affiliated,  mentioned  in  article  40555,  and  to  re- 
port to  the  said  board  of  examiners  upon  the  character  ot 
such  examination  ; but  such  assessors  shall  not  be  chosen 
from  amongst  any  of  the  teachers  in  the  said  college.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  college  to  notify  the 
secretary  of  the  Dental  Association  of  the  time  and  place 
at  which  their  examinations  in  dentistry  shall  be  held,  at 
least  one  month  previous  to  such  examinations.
